ASB Amendment Hits 
Stalemate At Council

Gary Bridge, ASB president, 
said action on the proposal would 
be impractical until next semes- 
ter. He said any committees form- 
ed Tuesday would have _ been 
dissolved at the semester. Bridge 
explained that it would be best to 
wait until the new council takes 
office to name the committee. 


Supports Committee 


“I support the proposed com- 
mittee whole-heartedly,” asserted 
Hardy. “I would like to be in- 
cluded on the committee and I 
would like to see councilors Carl 
Bryant and Allan Comp _in- 
cluded.” 

Hardy said Tuesday’s discus- 
sion was excellent. “A lot of 
things needed to be said and no- 
body made any enemies by what 
was said. I’m glad it came to a 
head before finals.” 

During the discussion, Bryant 
and Mary Ellen Moore, Inter- 
Club Council president, cited pro- 
visions of the amendment they 
considered weak. 

Cites Example 


Bryant said under the provis- 
ions of the measure any gather- 
ing of councilors at his house at 
which business was discussed 
would have to be considered an 
open meeting. 

Miss Moore said councilors of- 
ten represent the students and 
vote accordingly at state confer- 
ences. She said these gatherings 
could be considered council meet- 
ings and was supported by advis- 
ers at the meeting. 

Bryant labeled the actions of 
Hardy and Mike Hirsh, co-author 
of the amendment, ‘a play for 
recognition.”

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Real estate is booming on the 
campus. ; 


So’ reports. Robert L. Peters, 
coordinator of real estate educa- 
tion, now in its third year at 
Santa Ana College. 


Peters said he will be avail- 
able for guidance and counseling 
every Monday and Thursday 
evening from 6:30 to 8:30 dur- 
ing January to aid students in- 
terested in the many phases of 
real estate. 


Non-Professionals 


“I would estimate” stated 
Peters, that 75 per cent of the 
adult students now enrolled in 
four college-credit courses are 
not professionals involved with 
buying and selling real estate. 


“Contractors from throughout 
this area, county tax officers, ap- 
praisers, title company officers 
and even property owners have 
found the courses a valuable aid 
in real estate training,” says 
Peters. 


Women Enroll 


Feminine interest is also quite 
high in the course, with approx- 
imately one-third in the real 
estate principles, class comprised 
of women, ~- 


“SAC offers essentially the 
same standards as offered by a 
four year college,” explains 
Peters, although he adds that 
some universities will go beyond 
this with additional course offer- 
ings. 

Students enrolled in real estate 
can earn a California real estate 
certificate, issued by the college. 
real estate majors are required 
to take 15 units of real estate and 
an additional nine units in busi- 
ness courses for a total 24 units. 


Transfer Courses 


These classes can also be ap- 
plied to the Associate in Arts de- 
gree at SAC and are transfer- 
rable to any college or university 
offering a real estate major. 


“We would definitely like to 
see more daytime students take 
an active interest in real estate. 
Many will find useful in the 
years to come the practices of 
real estate in California,” said 
Peters. 


Available second semester un- 
der the extended day program 
are four real estate courses. 
These include real estate princi- 
ples, designed to acquaint stu- 
dents with principles as applied in 
California; real estate practice, 
covering the various phases of 
real estate brokerage; real estate 
finance, study and analysis of 
financing real property; and 
real estate appraisal, an apprai-

Shipman Proposes Tax Bill; 
Uncle Sam Denies Deductions 


Taxation and representa- 
tion have come into promi- 
nence at SAC with the near- 
ing of the April 15 tax fil- 
ing deadline. 

SAC student Fred Shipman has 
proposed the introduction of a 
bill into Congress which would 
allow the college students an ex- 
tra $600 deduction. 

Among the provisions in Ship- 
man’s legislation is one requir- 


ing an eligible student to main- 
tain a “C” average throughout 
the calendar year for which the 
return is filed. 

Claiming the extra $600 allow- 
ance, which according to the In- 
ternal Revenue Service would 
save $120 in taxes, would nullify 
the parents’ right to also claim 
the student. 

Shipman, who hopes to teach

“No special tax deductions for 
students exist at present,” re- 
marked R. P. Hollingsworth, 
audit group supervisor for the 
local Internal Revenue Service 
office. 


Hollingsworth, commenting on 
the status quo which Shipman is 
trying to change, said students 
are just like anyone else — in 
the eyes of Uncle Sam’s tax men.

Board Slams 
Hirsh Appeal 


“No case” was the student 
judicial committee’s answer to 
Mike Hirsh’s plea of unfair 
treatment by election chairman 
Allan Comp last Friday. 

Hirsh entered his plea in letter 
form, stating~he felt “cheated” 
by the last-minute notice of dis- 
qualification he recéived from 
Comp. Hirsh was in the process 
of challenging Ed Rodevich for 
the office of ASB treasurer 
when he was disqualified. 

If the notification had not 
come three hours after the dead- 
line, Hirsh maintained, he would 
have petitioned for the unfilled 


office of AMS treasurer, for 
which he would have been 
qualified. 


After reading the letter, the 
committee asked Hirsh what he 
expected it to do. Hirsh respond- 
ed by asking the committee to 
recommend that council sponsor 
an election for the unfilled office. 


In order to reach a decision the 
four-member committee held a 
closed session. Its unanimous de- 
cision stated, in part, that 
“should a candidate be disqual- 
ified, it is at his own risk.” 

Basing its interpretation on 
the ASB Constitution, the com- 
mittee said it could find ‘‘no 
place in the Constitution where it 
said when a candidate must be 
notified of his disqualification.”
